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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features of claim 9 must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the description 
"invention cab bend" in paragraph 23, line 7. Suggested correction: invention can bend.. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8, 10, 12, 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In regards to claim 8, what structure is the claim specifying? What is meant by "should 
be relative"? 

In regards to claims 8, 10, 12 and 21, the limitation "can be" or "should be" is unclear. It 
is unclear if they are claiming an actual or a possible structure. 

Claim 12 is vague and indefinite because it doesn't further limit the invention. 

Claim 6, line 1, the limitation "the storage container a continuous length" seems to be 
missing something. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Redford (US 
5,031,982). 

In regards to claims 1, 13, 22 and 23, Redford discloses a payout tube 34 comprising a 
elongated conduit with a flexible portion, see Figures 5-8. 

In regards to claims 4, 5, 15 and 16, the flexible tube can bend in the range of 1 to 120 
degrees, and 5 to 90 degrees. 

In regards to claims 7, 11, 18 and 20, the flexible portion is made up of slots and 
corrugations. 

In regards to claim 9, the slots are circular around the tube. 

With respect to claims 24-33, the method described in these claims would inherently 
result from the use of the flexible payout duct of Redford as advanced above.
